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Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach the claims 

invention of a method and apparatus for providing a reward for the use of a processor in 
a parallel processing environment wherein tasks are sent over a network that initiates 
from a single originating module and such tasks each contain both an algorithm and 
associated data are performed as assigned by each of at least two of a plurality of data 
processing devices and upon completion of such tasks, each performing data processor 
receives a reward. 

The closest prior art (Kurowski et al, U.S. Pub. 2002/0019844) teaches a method 
and system for network distributed computing wherein the client will typically interact 
with a file server, task server, and application server in the processing of a task. To 
focus only on a single originating module for the task simply would not allow the task to 
be performed ... a significant feature necessary to perform the task would be missing 
from Kurowski's single originating module. 

An alternative prior art (Korpela et al, SETI(at)Home---Distributed Computing for 
SETI) teaches the use of large-scale distributed computing to perform sensitive 
searching of radio signal data. While this computing system has recorded millions of 
clients, it functions by the downloading of SETI(at)home software over the internet 
through a data server from a user database. Subsequent downloadings and actual 
processing is achieved by an internet connection through a data server to a work unit 
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storage database. The SETI computing network task does not initiate with a single 
originating module. If the client performed a SETI computing Network task using a 
single originating module, the application might start but then stop since there wasn't 
any data ... work unit to evaluate. Further, the SETI computing network does not 
provide a reward to each client for the work unit processed.
